For the better part of twenty years the William F. Tattersall Chapter of the if «. 
Disabled American Veterans have rested secure in the knowledge that they owned 
some land, along Grove Avenue, in Wilmington. 

There was one bit of difficulty, twelve years or so ago, when homes were built 
across the street. Grove Avenue, it turned out, was not located on the maps 
properly, and part of the front yard of the clubhouse disappeared. 

Then there was a fire, last year. The remnants of the clubhouse have since 
disappeared - burned by persistant arsonists. Finally, a few months past, the 
members decided to sell their land along Grove Avenue - all six lots. 


‘They found a willing buyer. and 
it was decided to see if the 
Wilmington Board of Appeals 
could and would make seven lots 
out of the property. Seven lots are 
more valuable than six. More 
money would flow into the coffers 
of the DAV. if this could be done. 

‘A week ago Tuesday there was a 
hearing. before the Wilmington 
Board of Appeals. The testimony, 
before that board, was not exactly 
pleasing 


One of Wilmington's Selectmen, 
James Banda, told the appeal 
board that the last time he had 
checked. two months ago, the land 
along Wild Avenue belonged to 
someone else. So the Appeal Board 
said, in effect - Find out if you own 
it - and let us know!

Municipal Light Department to 
keep abreast of increasing system 
construction and maintenance 
requirements, it is necessary to 
pass on the Boston Edison 
Wholesale Rate increase to their 
customers. it would be impossible 
to do otherwise. 

‘The Light Board is now in the 
Process of filing new retail rate 
schedules with the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Utilities 
which add a surcharge of 26% 
applicable to the demand and/or 
energy and street lighting rates. 
As the Fuel Adjustment charge is 
added to the electric bill after the 
Surcharge and the fuel charge 
represents about 12% of the 
Reading Municipal Light 
Department's revenues. the 
overall effect on the Residential 
Small General Service, Commer 
cial & Industrial rates will be an 
increase of about 23% 

These new rates do represent a 
Substantial increase to each and 
every customer of the Light 
Department. however, the Depart 
ment in applying the surcharge is 
attempting only to recover the in: 
creased cost charged them by 
Boston Edison Company, nothing 
more 

The Light Department, «in 
September discontinued the sur- 
charge on the electric bills 
retroactively to January 1 1972 
which had been in effect since 
June of 1970, and reduced from 
11.6% to 8.6% in October of 1971 
This previous surcharge was 
applied as a result of a wholesale 
rate increase dating back to May | 
of 1970 which is to this date has not 
been ruled on by the Federal 
Power Commission as to its 
reasonableness.

A light plane landed on top of another Sunday morning when the 
two single engined aircraft attempted to touch down on the same

Lightfoot charges 


‘politically 


Motivated’ 


Paul McAskill Thursday described verbal attacks made on 


him by Park Cmsr. 


Ernest Lightfoot as “politically 


motivated.” McAskill also denied the park commissioner's 
charges that he delayed granting a contract for a Tewksbury 
Youth Center for political reasons 


McAskill, in a prepared state 
ment, said he had “no animosity 
toward Lightfoot. He de: 
the park commissioner as 
young man who has been misled, 
misinformed and unwittingly 
used. 

Lightfoot has criticized McAskill 
constantly since October. Among 
other things, he has accused 
McAskill, chairman of the Council 
for Youth, of delaying award of a 
contract to build the $35,000 center 
until just before election day 

McAskill, according to Light 
foot, hoped publicity stirred by the 
contract award would aid his cam 
paign for state representative 
which he subsequently lost to 
Frank A. Antonelli 

The McAskill staternent follows 

For the past several weeks I 
have been the target of well 
planned and politically motivated 
attacks on my chairmanship of the 
Tewksbury Council for Youth and 
the Youth Center Project, I chose 
to publicly ignore these an 
ticipated charges for two reasons. 
First, I believed the people would 
consider the source and secondly, 
recognize the close associat 
between those who threw the mud 
balls and my opponent in the cam- 
paign for State Representative. 

“Since these attacks have con 
tinued beyond election day 1 feel 
obligated to disprove these 
charges once and for all. I also 
wish to make it perfectly clear, 1 
hold no animosity towards Park 
Commissioner Ernest Lightfoot 
Ernie is a young man who has beer 
misled, misinformed, and unwit- 


tingly used. 

‘The charge that construction of 
the Youth Center was intentionally 
delayed for almost two years to 
enable me to get election week 
publicity is preposterous. Such a 
claim implies the twelve members 
of the Youth Council, which in- 
cludes the pastors of three local 
churches, were a party to such a 
scheme 

‘The charge that a debate exists 
over control of the building is also 
not true. Our committee voted 
over a year ago that once the 
center was built we would engage 
a full-time director, hold an elec- 
tion to pick a teen-age board of 
directors, and then retire. We 
would however, remain available 
for aid or consultation at the 
request of the teen-age board of 
directors. I have repeatedly made 
it clear that my major concern and 
our committees’ concern has been 
to get this center built 

Mr. Lightfoot’s claim that the 
park commissioners have never 
received plans of the building is 
just not true, Several changes 
were made in the plans of the base- 
ment section at the request of Mr. 
Lightfoot. It was not until August 
29th that new copies of the plans 
including these changes were 
delivered by the Andrew F. John- 
son Company of Burlington, Mass 
Mr. Lightfoot has a poor memory 
He gave his set of plans to builder 
Armando DeCarolis,

We told the second man we 
wanted just a plain. building that 
would cost $35,000, but when he 
came up with plans we couldn't get 
a bid lower than $60,000 for the

Finally, last winter the council 
discharged the second architect 
and was able to get federal aid to 
hire a third architect at no cost to 
the town, he said, The third 
architect produced economically

Wetlands Hearing 


Do you worry over the fate of 
Tewksbury? Do you know that every 
Tuesday night at 8 p.m. rules are set gover- 
ning your town? Right now the Board of 
Selectmen is awaiting recommendations on 
how to hold hearings for variances from 
wetlands zoning. Every abutter to the 
Parkwood Estates subdivision off 
Shawsheen Street on Windham Road should 
take an interest in both how these hearings 
are held and specifically, the results of the 
Parkwood hearing. So should everyone in- 
terested in wetlands zoning 

School Leaks 

School Committee meetings are held in 
Tewksbury every second and fourth 
Wednesday night each month at the Loella 
Dewing School. Although the committee 
has asked the public to attend. the request 
has met with little success, and it is the 
public and more specifically parents, and 
children who suffer 

Parents especially should take an interest 
in leaks reported in the roof of the 
Dewing School. One night a reporter was 
told not to get too near one leak. Perhaps it 
was too dangerous, either to the reporter's 
health or to the political or governmental 
careers of town officials. No one would 
want to think a leaky roof was too 
dangerous for students, No. no one would 
want to think that 

Whoever is responsible for the leak, he or 


she has at least two persons who share the 
responsibility: the parent who is too busy to 
be concerned about the schools and educa- 
tion of his or her child, and the taxpayer 
who even though childless doesn’t care how 
his tax dollar is spent. 

Post Meetings 

While politicians and government of- 
ficials continually call for more citizen par- 
ticipation in public affairs, participation in 
most public affairs in Tewksbury is quite a 
problem 

In order to participate. a person must 
know when and where public affairs are 
being conducted. That isn’t an easy thing in 
Tewksbury. for few town boards bother to 
post their meetings. 

Over the auditorium door in the lobby of 
Town Hall there is a sign that lists the 
regular meeting schedule of most, though 
by no means all town boards and com- 
mittees. Many town bodies don’t even 
bother to have anything listed on that 
bulletin board, which never changes from 
month to month. Even the town boards that 
are listed there never modify the board if a 
meeting is cancelled or adjourned to or 
scheduled on a different day 
tate law requires that all but emergency 
meetings for most public bodies be 
specifically posted. If town selectmen, for 
instance. meet every Monday, then a new 
notice must be put up at least 24 hours 


before that Monday meeting each week. 

In all too many cases in all too many 
boards, these specific notices are ignored. 
A citizen interested in a particular board’s 
activities may see the time and place of 
that board's meeting on the fixed, un- 
changing bulletin board. Comes the ap- 
pointed time, he goes to Town Hall and 
finds the building locked. 

Maybe the board the citizen was in- 
terested in decided not to meet that week. 
and ignored even posting a cancellation 
notice. Or maybe the board decided to 
meet on another day for various reasons, 
but never bothered to post a notice of the 
change of date. Or maybe the board had 
something controversial to take up, so it 
held its meeting on an unscheduled day and 
avoided publicity or protest? 

Whatever the case, the citizen goes home

angry, maybe wondering whether town 
government is a closed business, in the 
tight fists of a few Byzantine politicians. 

The Tewksbury selectmen and one or two 
other town boards have each regular 
meeting specifically posted on one of two 
bulletin boards between the entrance doors 
in Town Hall. Joseph Doherty, chairman of 
the Planning Board, recently ordered 
posting of each of his boards meetings. 
Like many town officials, he simply hadn't 
been told of the requirement to post 
meetings. As soon as he learned of the law, 
he immediately had his board meet the 
law's requirements. 

It might be interesting to see how many 
chairmen of other town boards act as 
quickly as Doherty did, or how many wish, 
like him, to have their meetings run on a 
thoroughly legal basis.

PARENTS ASK 
BUILDINGS’ REMOVAL 


The Tewksbury Board of 
Selectmen voted unanimously 
November 14 to ask Building 
Inspector George Nawn to attempt 
to remove a demolished cottage 
and three summer homes on Beech 
Street, provided the law provided 
such removal 

Mrs. Marjorié Hubbard of 95 
Beech St., her sister-in-law Mrs. 
Diana Hubbard of 102 Beech St., 
and Mrs, Dorothy Howe of 113 
Walnut St. presented a petition 
signed by 20 neighborhood parents 
asking the demolished cottage and 
summer homes be removed 

Parents, they said, feared small 
Whildren might be hurt playing in 
the rubble of the cottage or might 
fall into its basement. The women 
added that the parents considered 
the summer homes, unoccupied 
for seven years, were dangerous 
because teenagers smoked and 
drank in them, and the structures 
were close enough together to 
spread any fire to nearby homes. 

Mrs. Marjorie Hubbard com- 
plained that town officials, in- 
cluding Building Inspector George 
Nawn, were unresponsive to 
parent's pleas since 1969 that the 
buildings be removed. She said 
although she complained to 
Nawn’s secretary several times, 
Nawn hadn't visited her until 
November 14. after Naw learned 
the parents’ petition would appeal 
in another newspaper 

Selectman Frank A. Antonelli 
expressed anger about Nawn's 
delay in investigating the com 
plaint. Antonelli explained that 
Mrs. Marjorie Hubbard had talked 
to him about the problem two to 
three weeks before, and the select: 
man had asked Nawn immediately 
to look into the matter. 

Selectman Frederick H. Baldwin 
Jr. motioned for Nawn to deter- 
mine the legality of removing the

The surprising 
Sequel 


On second thought, it may not have been surprising. 

The reaction to last week's story about the hoodlums 
who have been terrorizing a neighborhood are worthy 
of reporting. 

Hobson Avenue, from whence the story took its 
name, it should be pointed out, happens to be in the 
center of some of these unhappy activities, The 
hoodlums who are perpetuating the crimes and near- 
crimes live on other streets - it is merely that they 
cross and recross Hobson Avenue, and it has become 
the street in which by accident most of the activity 
centers.

The men folk were direct - some were blunt. Over 
the telephone they would give the names of the leaders 

names already known to the police, in fact the police 
have had them in Woburn Court. The men were in 
favor of direct action. 

Others, who visited the Town Crier office, told of 
paths similar to those leading from Main Street to 
Shawsheen Ave. - as was described a week ago. One 
man for instance, told of the paths in back of the 
Wilmington Plaza, where stolen materials disappear 
into the woods. 

The Town Crier cannot name the Little Old Ladies. 
They didn't want to give their names. The Town Crier 
cannot even be certain that they were Little Old 
Ladies. It was that they sounded as such.
